Introduction 



H uman Rights Defenders and Palestinian Prisoners Soci¬ 
ety, together with the Commission of Condemned 
Workers, Relatives and Friends of Las Heras (Argentina), 
have launched an International Network for the freedom of po¬ 
litical prisoners around the world and justice for our martyrs. 

We work together with Palestinian organizations, where 
there are currently 7000 political prisoners in the jails of the 
Zionist invader, Israel. In Las Heras, a city at the south of Ar¬ 
gentina, 10 workers were condemned to prison and life impris¬ 
onment for the "crime" of defending their wages and rights. 

We coordinate our struggles because we identify our com¬ 
mon enemy, and we launched an international day- Global Po¬ 
litical Prisoners Day - on December 12,2013. This date marks the 
condemnation of the oil workers of Las Heras to life inprison- 
ment and prison, the International Fighting Day for the Op¬ 
pressed Worker. 

This day is a tribute for the peoples' fight for freedom and 
comes as a small action in comparison to the great sacrifices of 
political prisoners for freedom. This day also stands to recall the 
cause of justice for Palestine and the Palestinian political pris¬ 
oners. 

We struggled, worked with and provided solidarity to hun¬ 
dreds of international organizations who struggle for freedom 
for political prisoners, whose "crime" is to fight for their rights 
and freedom. Repressive regimes and governments do not hes¬ 
itate to punish workers and people who take action to struggle 
and defend their rights. 

On December 12, 2015, our struggle took a leap forward 
when we struggled together on this international day with the 
rebellious Greek youth who were jailed by the Troika govern¬ 
ment of Syriza, and the 34 widows of Marikana who are still de¬ 
manding justice. We stood with the relatives of the 43 students 
missing in Mexico and with the family of Dario Santillan, a com¬ 
rade who was murdered together with his friend Maximiliano 
Kostequi, and so many other martyrs who were killed by the Ar¬ 
gentine state, where there are still 7000 strugglers facing 
charges and dozens who are condemned. 

We stood with the mine workers of Asturias, who today are 
free with no charges due to the united fight for their freedom. 
We were with the fight for the freedom of Alfon and against the 
persecution that under the law "Mordaza" (closed mouth, gag) 
applied by the Spanish monarchyofthe Bourbons and their po¬ 
litical parties against anyone who wants to raise his voice 
against oppression. 


We stood with the different committees for the freedom of 
Georges Abdallah, among others. 

We fight tirelessly against the murderous Obama's police 
forces murdering Black youth such as Eric Gardner and Michael 
Brown. 

We fight against the slaughter carried on against the Syrian 
people and their resistance, for the freedom of the prisoners of 
the anti-imperialist fighters in the jails of Guantanamo, as well 
as for justice for Juan Pablo Jimenez, union leader killed by the 
bosses, and for the freedom of dozens of fighters in the jails of 
the Pinochetist regime in Chile. 

We share the fight with the Basque prisoners, detained not 
just in the Spanish State but also in France for their struggle for 
their national rights. 

We know these are just some examples of the thousands of 
anti-imperialist fighters and one part of the struggle for the 
rights of the oppressed people who are jailed all over the world. 
Just to name a few, the Egyptian jails are full of political prisoners 
condemned by the murderous dictatorship. In the United 
States, Mumia abu Jamal is under life imprisonment meanwhile 
there are 500 secret jails run by the CIA all over the world where 
any fighter is repressed. 

From the jails, the fight is carried on by the Greek youth or 
the Basque prisoners and the heroic Palestinian prisoners, with 
long hunger strikes, as was the case with Mohammad Al Qiq, as 
it was before by Samer Issawi, putting their own lives at risk, for 
the cause of making the occupation Zionist state withdraw from 
the land of Palestine. 

They are all examples of struggle. Our International Network 
stands up with a cry of freedom. It is time that all our voices are 
heard; that political prisoners write from jails what they feel, ex¬ 
press their struggle and coordinate their struggle together.That 
the walls are lifted and despite being behind bars, the struggle 
is coordinated and raised with one indivisible cry, that of "free¬ 
dom now!" 

On this page of struggle, solidarity committees, committees 
of relatives of prisoners and all human rights organizations, or¬ 
ganizations of workers and oppressed of the world, may coor¬ 
dinate their efforts to set up this international network. All voices 
facing being drowned out by the walls of shame and repression 
of the jailers of the oppressive regimes are heard here. 

We open these pages to all who want to join our struggle 
and coordinate. This is more necessary than ever.

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Letter from Syrian resistance to Tierra del Fuego teachers 
attacked by thugs from the trade union bureaucracy 


I n the name of Allah the merciful and kind, we send the 
best our prayers and greetings to the Lord of envoys and 
to their family, friends and everyone in general: 

We the libertarian revolutionary rebel fighters against 
the evil capitalism and the odious bourgeoisie, from here, 
our beloved Syrian land, and this revolution that is part of 
a global revolution to end this system that divides us and 
exploits us, we have learned that a group of fellow Argen¬ 
tine teachers who were doing a fair protest demanding 
their rights as State employees have been fiercely beaten 
and repressed by a group of armed gangsters. Such is the 
answer of the Argentine Government. A response that re¬ 
sembles very much that we got at the beginning of our rev¬ 
olution by the dictator Bashar. When we woke up 
demanding a dignified life Bashar is responsible for send¬ 
ing groups of mobsters paid by him with knives and sticks. 
And when he saw that we were still going on with our 
protests, he sent them again but this time to fire tear gas 
and rubber bullets on us. Seeing that thus he could not 
stop us,he began to massacre us with siege weapons and 
bombing our houses and capturing all those who partici¬ 
pated in a mobilization. In the same way this rotten system 
treats the exploited; as the former Argentine Government 
spoke in the name of socialism and human rights but was¬ 
n't consistent with its own speech, today the new Argen¬ 
tine Government that speaks on behalf of peace and 
democracy and deludes about respectingthose who work, 
still shows that it is more of the same lie. 

And from here the land of the Syrian revolution we say 
that the Argentine Government with their oppression

We are persecuted, police cars stop in our homes, our 
comrades are chased, and our phones are intervened.

We have felt alone for many years. We felt alone 8 
years. But then solidarity came from Argentina and all over 
the world. 

That is why I am here today comrades, to tell you that

Horacio Gallego: 

I am Horacio Gal¬ 
lego, Organization 
Secretary of the State 
Workers Union. 1 want 
to send our greetings, 
our solidarity with the 
situation you are going 
through. Yours is a lit¬ 
tle more serious than 
ours, but, well, we be¬ 
lieve the methodology 
this system is trying to 
use to try to rebuild the protest of the working class. 

We somehow have also suffered, perhaps to a lesser extent 
than you, but we also suffered persecution from a govern¬ 
ment that claims to be "democratic" - in inverted commas- 
Kirchnerist of the "comrade" Roxana Bertone, also in in¬ 
verted commas. 

Then, we are a sector of workers who resist a reluctant to 
adjust, to pulverize our case, to pulverize our right. And as 
we resist and are neither for sale nor to buy, then we are per¬ 
secuted. We are chased as they have done to you. But we be¬ 
lieve that somehow this make us stronger. We believe that if 
we try to unite among all workers, we are are going to try 
this old methodology that we thought had been over time and 
forgotten cannot be used again anymore.

Well, comrades, 
what have 1 still to 
speak about?...

honestly where we have to have a rule of law we have instead 
a repressive State, where we are chased, where we are 
abused, which is at the service of a so called Justice and a 
political gang... and 1 think that it is not less true to say that 
we have shifted tyrants but tyranny is the same, isn’t it? 1 
think that workers are used to fight with these neoliberal gov¬ 
ernments, this austerity policy; and we are not giving up this 
fight because we truly believe that it is the only way that we 
have workers to express it always; wherever we can, on the 
street or where we can find any sector, in any public space 
where we can say what we have to say, that is to bring the 
information to workers and that’s is why we're in this situa¬ 
tion. 

We believe that the only way to achieve those goals is 
within the frame of an unified struggle, a unity of all workers, 
beside some leaders who do not rise to the occasion, as it can 
be said here in Tierra del Fuego where some sectors without 
the rank and file Union. Apart from all that, the comrades are 
still mobilized. We sent you our strength; go forward, com¬ 
rades! Let’s not give in. We are with you... and thank you 
for being you also supporting us from the outset in this claim 
that we have carried on for 67 days. All the strength and 
Tierra del Fuego is with you. 


Jose Gomez: 

My name is Jose 
Gomez; I am Secretary- 
General of Fuegian As¬ 
sociation of Public 
Employees. Of course 1 
agree with what my 
colleagues have said. 1 
understand that today 
workers more that we

Freedom to Alfon 
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Greece - Lesvos Island 


April 29 th , 2016 

Refugees in prison revolt in the refugee camp Moria in the Greek 
Island Lesvos with the youth at the war cry of: 

"Freedom!" "Freedom!" 


The island of Lesvos was for several months one of the 
main places where refugees running away from the counter¬ 
revolutionary slaughter in Syria or misery due to imperialist 
plunder. There were hundreds and even thousands who came 
daily and were welcomed. They received all the solidarity 
of workers in the old continent and the world, with bailouts 
if their boats sank, medical care, especially for children and 
babies, clothes, food, a place to stay then go to the continent, 
to the ports Athens or Thessaloniki, and from there continued 
their trip to Germany, Belgium, Holland, Sweden... 

Today, the image of what happens is very different. 
NATO and Frontex (the EU border police) patrol the Aegean 
Sea and intercept most of the boats and make them to return 
to the place where they departed, Turkey. If a boat is fortu¬ 
nate to arrive, refugees, after receiving the solidarity of those 
who remain on the island, must go, what Syriza calls a "re¬ 
ception center", but internationally those places are called 
"hot spots". They are just fancy names to hide what they re¬ 
ally are: concentration camps that have nothing to envy those 
of the Nazi era, as Auschwitz. 

The one in Lesvos is called Moria. There, the refugees 
are registered and get papers to move on their trip. The ports 
from Lesvos to Athens or Piraeus are managed by the Greek 
coast guard and police and do not accept anyone without pa¬ 
pers. 

But today Moria shows an image of horror. The refugees 
have been trapped behind the barbed wire, as their doors are 
closed to anyone who then entered the EU-Turkey agree¬ 
ment on March 20, the documents are not granted, 4000 
refugees are crowded there in facilities that are just for 2000 


people while waiting deportations carried out by the EU with 
Syriza in Greece. 

An increased presence of the police around the island is 
noticed. Many of the NGOs are gone and have been only a 
few solidarity organizations and independent volunteers. 
Some solidarity organizations remain, the police will harass 
them with constant raids, inspections, and also evictions and 
arrests if these organizations provide food, clothing, etc. a 
place of shelter for refugees. So it happened with a group of 
independent volunteers called "Best Days for Moria" or with 
the one called "No Borders Kitchen". 

In the middle of this attack carried out by Syriza, the left 
of Troika, against the refugees, and the solidarity given from 
the Greek workers and the ones of old continent, on Tues¬ 
day, April 26, the Deputy Minister of migrations, Mouza- 
las, made a visit to Moria to inspect how their plans of 
concentration camps and deportations is going. 

Young refugees within Moria started a riot inside the 
dirty prison denouncing the poor conditions in which 
they live and asking for their freedom while they threw 
bottles, plastic cups, footwear, they could meet the Min¬ 
ister of Syriza...and the revolt started. They erected bar¬ 
ricades and tried to force the fence to escape, at the war 
cry of "Freedom!” “Freedom!" 

Syriza police did not hesitate to repress hard, flooding 
the place with tear gas, which even came to affect women 
and children who are between wires. Then the police entered 
to the main area of Moria to beat especially the young ones 
-adolescence and young adults who were mostly in the riot¬ 
leaving tens of injuries. After the 



facts, Mouzalas announced that chil¬ 
dren under 21 who are without fam¬ 
ilies will be transferred to a special 
detention center (another prison), 
separated from the rest. 

The attack of Syriza and all the 
EU to the refugees does not stop. The 
deportations have begun. 60,000 
refugees are stranded on Greek soil, 
in the camps of Moria throughout the 
Greek territory. Borders for the 
refugees who want to continue with 
their trip are closed. They are in 
prison and to release them, let’s open 
the doors! 
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Freedom to all the refugees who are in prisoners in 
concentration camps and detention centers! 

Decent housing for all! 

No deportations! Open the border! Papers and full 
rights for all the refugees! 

The refugees came to Europe to look for a job and a de¬ 
cent life. This is the same demand that workers around the 
old continent, who are suffering an attack on their conquests 
with the so-called "austerity measures" as in France and 
Greece. A single class, the same fight! 

Decent work with a working week of 35 hours with 
wages equal to the basket wage for the workers in Eu¬ 


rope, born on either side of the Mediterranean Sea! 

French workers and youth this April 28 took the streets 
in a general strike and are still occupying the squares against 
the adjustment plans of Hollande. There are the forces, with 
the European workers to open the doors of the prison / con¬ 
centration camps and free the refugees. 

Let’s coordinate this struggle in the entire Europe and 
the world from the squares occupied in Paris with the 
workers, the French youth, with the immigrants without 
papers! European general strike!

are not letting anyone that is not from a 
registered NGO (MSF, Praksis, Doctors 
of the world, etc.) to go in, especially 
journalists and independent volunteers 
that were carrying most of the food and 
cloth. 

So the food, which was already little, 
was even fewer and so was little in 
quality. The NGOs don't care about the 
refugees and they don't go for solidarity 
with refugees. They only go because 
they collect millions of euros from EU. 
For them, distribution of food is a 
business and they don't care if the food 
is rotten, just to justify their activity upon 
EU and fill in their pockets. 

In the nights, the Greek police 
patrolled the camp of Idomeni and 
launched threats to the refugees 
throughout their translators that if they 
didn't accept the relocalization to camps 
as the government proposes, they will be 
evicted by force. And during the day, 
representatives of the government 
promised that in the new camps they will 
have food, medical attention, a decent 
place in which to sleep... lies. 

The refugees knew howto recognize 
this game and they know what awaits 
them if they go to the concentration 
camps under military custody. They 
know that the conditions there are even 
worse than in Idomeni and once they 
enter, it's very likely that any chance of 
crossing the border will be over, and it's 
likely to end up deported. 

For that reason, when the sun was 
going down on Wednesday 18 of May, 
the refugees took a train wagon and 
pushed it to the Greek police cordon 
that guards that nobody crosses the 


border to FYROM, just a few meters 
before the wires. They used this wagon 
as a battering ram to open their way 
through and continue their trip. 

Immediately, the police of Syriza 
repressed brutally. It filled the whole 
camp of Idomeni with tear gas. It was 
the worst repression that his camp has 
seen since the refugee arrival began, 
even worse than the one made by 
FYROM police in the late March and 
early April. The gases spread all through 
the camp, affecting women and children. 
Many of them had to be taken to the 
hospital, other ones left the camp and 
relocated to other makeshift camps 
outside the roads, where the refugees 
set up their tents close to Idomeni, like 
those in Hotel Hara, BP petrol station or 
Eko Petrol 

This time, not Tsipras or any of his 
ministers can blame “the barbaric 
FYROM's police”. This time it was 
Syriza who brutally repressed. Now 
they have been exposed as what they 
always have been: the same police that 
guards the borders of EU, keeping the 
refugees in concentration camps. They 
are the repressive jail keepers. 

The refugees are fighting, making a 
true revolt. Because they are prisoners 
of the government of Syriza, the left of 
Troika. They are carrying out methods of 
struggle as the political prisoners: 
hunger strikes, riots, protests. Free all 
those who are in concentration camps 
and detention centers! Decent housing 
for everyone! Open the borders! Papers 
and full rights for all the refguees! 

They are fighting against the 
government that is passing on the worst 


“austerity” measures against the 
masses, against the imperialist EU that 
attacks the gains of the working class in 
the entire continent. 

All of us in Europe are confronting 
the same enemy! We have a common 
demand: the fight for a decent living, 

which is what the refugees want when 
they claim for papers, to get out of the 
camps in which they are and to be able 
to cross over the borders to get a decent 
job to feed their families. 

We have to carry out a struggle of the 
workers across Europe all together, 
whether born at one side or the other of 
the Mediterranean Sea, against a 
common enemy, for our own demands! 

Our allies are rising in France 
against the imperialist French fifth 
republic! They take to the streets, make 
general strikes and take over the squares 
against the police of Hollande. They are 
our allies together with the Greek 
workers that are trying to respond to the 
new rounds of attacks with a new 
general strike. These are our forces! 

We need to coordinate our struggle 
in Europe from the barricades of France! 
We are one single class, one single 
demand: 

Decent work for all the workers in 
Europe, whether born at one orthe other 
side of the Sea, with 35 hours of work a 
week and a wage equal to the typical 
family basket! 

We are all refugees! We are all 
European workers! Out with imperialist 
Maastricht!

From the concentration camps in Greece, the refugees still stand with 
hunger strikes, riots against the police because of the closure of the 
borders, with demonstrations breaking into the municipality 


Long live the revolt! 

We are all refugees! 

Let's coordinate a struggle of all the workers that are in Europe, from Greece to France, 
from Portugal to Russia, for a decent life against the imperialist Maastricht! 



On Monday May 16 th 30 refugees that 
are in the concentration camp Schisto 
outside Athens received the notification 
that the application for asylum was 
rejected. Immediately after, a hunger 
strike started to happen all across this 
camp. Schisto is an old military base, far 
away from the city, where 2000 refugees 
live in tents outside of the buildings that 
used to be barracks, today abbandoned 
and deteriorated. Without proper 
medical attention, without food, with no 
bathrooms and little toilets, with a strict 
military control that keeps them behind 
wires, with the entry forbidden to 
everyone that doesn't live there, with a 
specific time allowed to come out and a 
curefew, the refugees cannot take these 
conditions anymore. 

The Greek government of Syriza has 
promised the refugees that if they go to 
live in the concentration camp in Schisto 
they could apply for asylum and they will 
be relocated to homes. Syriza promised 
that the inhuman conditions were 
temporary. But when the rejections 
appeared, the refugees realized that 
everything was a lie, and so the hatred 
broke out and gave birth to this hunger 
strike that is still developing. 

A day after, in the Greek island Chios, 
28 refugees that are in the concentration 
camp Vial started a hunger strike to 
which more and more refugees are 
joining day after day. 

“We want a solution, we want our 
rights, we want to go to an Europen 
country and live there”, they said. They 
are imprisoned in Vial, behind razor 
wires, nobody can get in or out. The 
entrance is forbidden to everyone. This 
camp is under police custody. It is a true 
prison, a concentration camp just like 
Auschwitz. The refugees are imprisoned 


there. Without opportunity to change 
their situation, they were pushed to this 
hunger strike. This is how the 
government of Syriza keeps them, while 
it awaits to continue with deportations to 
Turkey. 

This hunger strike that started in 
Chios was added to the one in Schisto 
for the inhuman conditions. It's part of 
the struggle of the refugees against EU 
and their agreement with Turkey, 
against the treatment of Syriza 
government and for the freedom of 
being able to break the razor wires that 
were imprisoning them and therefore 
to be able to have a decent life in the 
old world. 

The next day, on Wednesday 19 th , in 
the concentration cam Koutsoherou, in 
the region of Tesalia, close to the Greek 
north, tired of living in tents outdoors on 
a ground that sworms with poisonous 
snakes and scorpions, the refugees 
decided to capture some of these 
dangerous creatures, taking the risk of a 
pite or a poke, and knowing they have no 
medical attention. They put them in jars 
and took them to a demonstration they 


made to the municipality in the capital 
city of that region, Larissa. With their 
demonstration, they broke into a 
meeting of the municipality showing the 
snakes and scorpions, to let them know 
they have to sleep with them every night 
and this is how this government is 
keeping them, when it was introduced as 
“the left”, but in the fact they treat the 
refugees to live under these conditions 
in the concentration camps that even 
nazis could be shock for. 

That very same day, when the sun 
was going down, in Idomeni camp next 
to the Greece-FYROM border, the 
refugees said once again “Enough is 
enough”. The government of Syriza has 
been trying to evacuate that camp for 
long and to take the refugees to 
concentracion camps under their 
military custody. But 10000 people still 
remained in Idomeni and haven't 
surrendered trying to cross over the 
border. So the police, just a few days 
ago, closed the entrances of that camp 
and fortified the wires and control. They
